"MJOTHER SHIPTON." - 


' 
Most people have heard of "J^ther Shipton," the 


ttyeteriouB woman who lived in England some tout- 
hundred years ago and treated unusual excitement by 
her then wierd porphecies in rime. An ancient English 
history gives this interesting account of her life: 


"In I486 there lived a woman called Agatha Ship- 


ton, at Knaresborough, in Yorkshire. She was born, ac- 
cording to sen«-a.l accounts, in the reign of Henry VII, 
and baptized by the abbot of Beverly in the name of 
jtgatha Southell. a circumstance which proves by the 
•Urname being of foreign extraction by the father's side, 
Vbo probably came over with the Bretalque associates 
Of the earl of Richmond, after Henry VII. 


"Very little is known of her parentage, but when 


24 years old she was -courted by one Toby Shipton, a 
builder of Shipton, a village situated four miles from 
the city of York.

vulfltar^ idea of her body being crooked, her face fright- 
ful and her whole appearance disgusting. 
"With respect 


to her gift of prophecy, wo have no other Authorities 
than traditionary revelations frfttn father Txnd son, as no 
•written account concerning her life can be found prior 
1* the reign of Charles II. 


"Never a day passed but she related something re- 


markable, that required tho moat serious consideration, 
and now it was that paople flocked irom far and near, 
all returning wonderfully satisfied with the explanations 
•ha gave to their questions. Mother Shipton, now be- 
came famous for her notable judgment in things to come. 


"The last prediction of Mother Shipton was cocern- 
las her death and when the time she had prophesied 
approached. sh<» called together her friends, advised them 
•«r»U, took a solemn leave of tnem and laying herself 
down on her bed, departed this lite with much serenity 
upward of 73 years of age. In the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth. A. D. 1561. 


"Alter her death a monumen^f stone -was erected 


to her memory in the high road flltween the village of 
CHtton and Shipton. 
The monument represented a
